CZAR’S MEN STARVING 


| TO DEATH IN MOUNTAINS 


Cut Off From Main Army Many of 
Them Perish for Want of Food— 
Kuropatkin Reported to Have 


Been Given Another Command. 


GEN. KUROKI'S HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE FIELD, March 2, via Fusan.—Ku- 
roki's pursuing force, which is hanging re- 
lentiessiy to the heels of the MHarbin- 
bound Russian army, is literally blazing 
the trail to the northern city with the 
corpses of Russian soldiers. 

The loss of life and suffering in the 
Czare army has been terrible. Harrassed 
from three sides as they are, short of pro- 
visions and badly demoralized, their condi- 
tion is ajmost identical to that of the army 
which Napoleon dragged back across the 
gnow-covered plains of Moscow. 

The weather is bitter cold, the mild 
weather preceding the battle of Mukden 
having given away. As the Russians 
threw away most of their extra clothing 
When the retreat started, they are now 
Suffering greatly. 

During the early stages of the retreat, 
the Rusafians buried their dead, but now 
the fire on the rear cuard has become so 
relentiess and the casualties so great that 
the dead are left where they fall, and in

ST. PETERSRURG, March 20.—Every re- 


port from the Imperial palrce tells of some 
new influence that has been brought to 
bear on the Czar in the hope of getting 
him to sue for peace. 

Several of the Emperor's own ministers 
are now strongly urging that the time has 
come to indicate to Japan Russia's desire 
for peace upon a reasonable basis. 

Should Japan then attempt to impose too 
onerous conditions, these influences argue 
that Russia's position will be strengthened 
abroad by the alienation of sympathy from 
Japanese, and the situation at home im- 
proved when the nation is made to under- 
stand that the Emperor's ‘ific proposals 
heve been met with impossible terms.

Boiler in Shoe Factory Blows Up 
and Flames Consume Wreckage 
‘and Many of the Bodies of the 
Victims of Disaster.

TWENTY-FIVE DEAD. 
ALREADY RECOVERED 


_—-—<—————-——

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Like Number Are Believed to Still 
Be in the Ashes—Friends and 
Relatives of the Missing. Crowd 
About the Scene. 


BROCTON, Mass., March ®.—Twenty- 
five bodies have already been recovered 
and a like number are believed 10 stiil re- 
main in the ruins of the Grover saoe fac- 
tory, which was completely destroyed by 
the explosion of the factory boiler and a 
fire which followed oarly today. 

The explosion occurred within an hour of 
the time the 600 employes of the cowwpany 
had begun the day's work. 

Owing to the nature of the accident, the 
speed with which the flames seized upon 
the collapsed section, and the excitement, 
any absolutely accurate estimate of the 
loss of life at this time is impossible, Up- 
wards of 20 persons were at work in the 
departments near the boiler room and the 
first indications were that hardly one could 
have escaped. 

All but about }© have been accounted for, 
however, but it was believed that most 
of these are dead. The factory, a large 
four-story wooden structure, was in ashes 
within an hour. 


Loss Is $200,000, 


The flames extended to several dwelling 
houses near by and to a block across the 
street. These also were consumed and 
other property was damaged. At 11:30 
o'clock, it is believed, the fire is under 
control. The financial loss is estimated at 
$200,000. 

The boiler which exploded was located 
on the ground floor of an “L,”’ which ex- 
tended from thé main building. In the 
three stories of the “‘L’’ were workrooms. 

Persons living near heard a dull roar and 
saw a cloud of smoke rising and the “L’”’ 
of the factory fall to the ground. Flames 
buret from the ruins, spreading quickly to 
the main structure, which in a few min- 
utes was a roaring furnace. Most of the 
employes in the main pert of the plant 
s eeded. in escaping, although in the 
pac, whi followed the explosion, quite 
a number. were-jnjured. ,

r onded quickly, exiperienced the great-

et difficulty in fighting the flames as the 

plant was of an exteremely inflammable 
nature and nearly all the floors were gaat- 
urated with oil, making the heat intense. 


Flames Stop Rescue. 

Their attention was chiefly given to that 
part of the building nearest the  boliler- 
hofise and in the early stages of the fire 
a number of employes were extricated from 
the ruins. The flames, however, soon 
stopped the rescue work and those who 


‘failed to escape had to be abandoned. 


Meanwhile, news of the accident reached 
the homes of the operatives and through 
the crowds already near the burning fac- 
tory men and women struggled wildly to 
get news of relatives. 

The financial loss to R. B. Grover & Co., 
eathmated at about $150,000, is nearly offset 
by Insurance. 

After the explosion, many employes went 
to their homes and this added to the dif- 
ficuity of the police and factory foremen 
in compiling a reliable list of missing. The 

rockton hospital was notified at once of 
the disaster and hurried preparations were 

to receive the injured.

The body ‘was warm, but was beginning 
to get cold and rigor mortis had begun to 
set in. The conclusion of the doctor was 
that the woman had been dead probably 
an hour. . 

Her hands were tied Behind Her and her 
ankles were bound, new cotton rope hav- 
ing been used for each purpose. A piece 
of sheet or handkerchief had been drawn 
tightly around her mouth and nose and tied 
behind her head. 

There was'a contusion under the left 
eye, where the woman had been struck a 
heavy blow. 

The conclusion of, the doctor was that 
the weman had died from snock and suf- 
focation 


He knew Mrs. Page slightly and said that 
Mahevbad trouble with her heart He thinks 
‘that the difficulty of breathing, after the 
‘towel was drawn across he mouth and 
nostrils, was sv great’ that hef efforts 
caused her heart to stop beating 

The autopsy which has not yet been 
made will determine’ the exact cause of 
death. 


The room was crowded with furniture. 
There were no evidences ofa struggle or 
of ransacking. There was no greater dis- 
order than was incident to indifferent 
housekeeping. 

Next to the window was a dresser. In 
another corner was a table and a guitar. 
The folding bed had been lowered, but did 
not seem to have been slept in. 

The woman wore a dark house dress. Her 
shoes had been removed. 

Diamond rings and other jewelry, whch 
she was known to wear, were missing. The 
bed clothing at one corner of the f>Iding bed 
had been turned hack, indicating that the 
murderer had looked there for money. 

A trunk in the room did not appear to 
have been disturbed. : 

The first information of the crime re- 
ceived at the Four Courts was from Dr. 
Sheldon. Within a few minutes after he 
telephoned information of the crime there 
were a dozen detectives at the house. 

One of them found two pocketbooks in 
the alley, which are supposed to have con- 
tained the woman's money. This fact and 
the fact thatthe back door was found un- 
locked is taken to show that the murderer 
left by the back way. 

Under the window of Mrs. Page's room, 
in the narrow court, a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter found a small slate such as me- 
diums use, a small memorandum book, a 
calendar, one of Mrs. Page's cards and a 
card, freshly torn, bearing the name, “Sam

Slicer, with the Wabash saloon, 1600 Mar- 
ket street.” 2 

Slicer says that the torn card is such as 
he gives as a check to patrons of the sa- 
loon who leave overcoats or packages in 
his care. He says men to whom he issues 
these checks not infrequently come to him 
and say they have lost their checks. 

He says he did not know Mrs. tage and 
had never been to hér house. 

Detectives found that the baseu.ent had 
been cccupied, probably by two men. 
There are two beds there which seem to 
have been gocupled. The baseme..it is en- 
tered from the back yard. 

The fact that there are only folding 
duors between the room of Mrs. Fuge and 
tnat occupied by the Lewises indicates to 
the detectives that the murderer must 
have -been a most powerful man if Mrs. 
Page could not make enough resistance 
to attract the Lewises attention. 

There was no way of locking these fold- 
ing doors. They were tied shut by means 
of a rope, which was passed over the knobs 
on Mrs. Page's side. ; 

There was a small washstand against 
the doors on Mrs. Page's side. A trunk 
standing in the corner projected a foot in 
front of .the doors. ‘There was nothing 
against the doors in the room occupied by 
the Lewises. 

The room occupled by Lewis and his wfe 
was locked “%y police orders Monday fore- 
noon and the policeman stationed at the 
house was instructed not to permit any- 
body to enter it. As goon as possible a 
minute investigation ef its contents will be 
made. 

A more careful scrutiny of the premises 
Monday forenoon led to the suppositon that 
the murderer might have entered by a side 
dcor, which opens into the courtyard. A 
key was found on the inside of this door 
but the lock is such as could easily be 
picked. Just inside of this door is a stair- 
way from the basement, which may also 
have been used by the murderer to goat 
into the house. 

The slate found in the courtyard has 
been identified as the one the woman used 
in fortune telling and in seances. How it 
got into the court and why it was thrown 
there are two of the perplexing questions 
in the case. 

In making a second search of the room 
of Mrs. Page shortly before noon Sergt. 
Hoffman found $4, wrapped in a piece of 
paper, lying on a table near the woman's 
bed. Ile turned it over to Public Adminis- 
trator Troll. who has taken charge of the 
woman's effects. 


Among Mrs. Page's effects was found a 
letter from her son, G. H. Elsberry, of 419 
West Madison etreet, Danville, Ii. The let- 
ter was dated March 2, and urged Mrs. 
Page to sell out and move to Danville, It 
said there were only two fortune tellers in 
Danvile and that she could probably do 
well there.

LODGERS, DETAINED 


Two men, a woman and a girl, all lodgers 
in Mrs. Page's house, were taken to the 
Four Courts soon after the discovery of 
the murder, and are detained as witnesses. 

Another woman, Mrs. Stella Brescia, and 
an erly man whose name ig not known to 
the Pdlice, alsoeroo being sought. 

The persons wrder arfest are James L. 
Lewis and his wife, Martha Lewis, vaude- 
ville “sketch”. performers, who occupied 
the front room on the first floor, next to 
that occupled by Mrs. Page; Mary Brescia, 
15 vears old, a daughter of Mrs. Stella 
Brescia, who with her mother occupied a 
room on the second floor immediately over 
that occupied by Mrs. Page; and Laureton 
L. Church, who found the body, and who 
slept in the kitchen. . 
One of the men still sought by the police 
is somewhat elderly. He occupied the rear 
room on the second floor. 

All of those held by the police say they 
heard no sound of any atruggle in Mrs. 
Page's room during the night. The stories 
told by Lewis and his wife agreed in every 
essential. They say they returned to 
their room from supper about 8 o'clock, and 
Mrs. Page and. Mary Brescia came in to 
see them. They talked until 9:25 o'clock. 
Once while they were talking a large 
blond woman came in, asked for Mrs. 
Pago and went with her into Mrs. Page's 
room, She remained but a few minutes. 
When she left Mrs. Page returned to the 
Lewis’ room and said her caller ‘had had 
her fortune told. 

At 9:25 o'clock Lewis left, saying he was 
going downtown. rMs. Page and Mary 
rescia went to their rooms. 

Mre. Lewis says she retired immediately 
and went to sleep. Her bed was in’ the 
front part of the room, close to windows 
opening upon the street; Mrs. Page’s fold- 
ing bed was at the north wall of her room, 
opposite the folding doors. 

Mis. Lewis says she was awakened 
about midnight by continued ringing of the 
front doorbell, and found her husband had 
come in and was asleep beside ihcr. She 
aroused him and asked him to go tw the 
door. He said Mrs. Page would probably 
go, aml that, at any rate, neither he sor 
his wife had any authority to let anybody 
into the house.

Dr. M. R. Hughes of No. 3857 Olive street 
says: “The length of time the body of a 
person remains warm after strangulation 


or suffocation depends very largely upon 
how violent were. If the victim of a’v olent 


ment of death. lf the victim of a violent 
death has remained paesive, the body re- 
tains its warmth for a considerable period, 
sometimes as long as five or six hours. 
If, howover, he has struggled furiously, 
rigor mortis is repo to set in within half 
that time. Naturally the body of a per- 
son of 70 years loses its heat very much 
sooner than the body of a younger man. 
But this again depends upon the state of 
his or her circulation, and upon whether 
he or she was well or ill nourished at the 
time of death.

WANT TRACKS OPEN TO CITY 


Committee Asks Legislators for 
Safeguards Against Return of 
Present Tfaffic Conditions. 


Committees representing the business 
men's associations of several sections of 
the city will appear before the House of 
Delegates committee on railroads Monday 
afternocn and request the adoption of 
several important amendments to the 
Marpifacturers’ Railway bill, which grants 
to private interests the use of certain 
streets near the river for terminal pur- 
poses. 

The committees will argue that safe- 
guards that will prevent the grantees of 
the franchise from selling out to the Ter- 
minal Association should be specifically in- 
corporated in the measure. 

The present ordinance as it has passed 
the Council does not prohibit the transfer 
te a competing line and does not give the 


city the right to use the tracks. The 
asendments that will be presented will 


1. That the francihse be limited to 
not more than 50 years. The franchise as 
asked for by the Manufacturers’ Rallway 
is in perpetuity. 

2.That the sity may at veg time, 
upon reasonable compensation, to fixed 
by the city, use the tracks in connection 
with any bridge or bridges or terminals 
that the city may own, buy or acquire 
now or in the future. 


City May Purchase. 


3. That the ordinance be so amended as 
to permit the city to purchase at its op- 
tion, upon valuation, the tracks and prop- 
erty that shall be built under the . terms 
of the ordinance. This clause is already in 
the street railway franchises of the city 
and gives the city at present the right to 
value and purchase the street railway 
properties; and the associations think it 
no more than fair that such provisions 
should be inserted in the promotes ordi- 
nance of the Manufacturers’ Railway Co. 

4. That consolidation of the Manu tur- 
ers' Railway Co. with any competing line 
or other terminal railway association be 
prehibited. 

5. That if the Manufacturers’ Railway 
Co. build a bridge to be used in connection 
With the terminal facilities granted under 
the terms of this ordinance the city shall 
have a right to use the same upon reason- 
able terms as a municipal bridge, and also 
the right to acquire by hase said 
bridge upon a reasonable valoation, to be 
fixed by arbitration.

There 
was little fear that the House would not 
hesitate to accept the Senate amendment. 


When the House received the report of 
the Senate's amendment there was a 
hitch. Representative Godfrey, who intro- 
duced the origiral bill, pointed out that it 
was a scrious mistake to reduce the penal- 
ty. Representative Tubbs denounced the 
Senate's action and advised the House to 
“stand pat.’’ Hains and Bickley took the 
Same view. The House refused to concur 
in the amendment.

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WAR ON A LARGE SCALE. 

When the number of casualties at the battle of Mukden is 
known a comparison with other battles will be possible. 

At Leipsic 470,000 men were engaged. The casualties are not 
exactly known, but are estimated at about 25 per cent. At 
Mukden the losses are variously estimated at from 19 to 27 
per cent, which goes to prove that conditions of war now 
are not more destructive than in Napoleon’s time. 

In point of numbers actually engaged, however, Mukden is by 
far the greatest battle since the Persian wars of antiquity. 
At Jena the two armies totaled only 200,000, at Wagram 280,000, 
at Sadowa 400,000, at Sedan 700,000. In our civil war the 
greatest number ever engaged was at Chancellorsville—190,000. 
Just how many men went into the terrible struggle at Mukden 
is not known, but is believed to be not less than 750,000. 

The most remarkable feature in the Manchurian campaign is 
the ease with which these enormous bodies of men afe moved. 
It does not appear that Oyama expePienced atiy difficulty ma- 
neuvering hie unwieldy masses, and Kuropatkin’s difficulties 
seem to be incident to defeat and consequent disorder. If it 
shall be proved that an army of 1,000,000 men can operate as 
a unit, and successfully, over an area with a base of 100 
miles, modern masters of strategy are assuredly not inferior to 
the warriors of the past.

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POPULARITY VERSUS INFLUENCE, 

Mr. Roosevelt’s personal popularity is undiminished.: His in- 
fluence over Congress, hOwever, seems to be in inverse ratio to 
his popularity. There must be a reason for this. Even the 
United States Senate is not altogether a stiff-necked assembly 
that delights to set its heel on an idol of the plain people. 

Some of Mr. Roosevelt’s friends believe it was a political 
mistake for him to announce on the night of election that he 
would not again be a candidate for the presidency. This, they 
say, weakened his influence with the Republican politicians. 
They are pointing to the squabble over the chairmanship of 
the national committee as corroborating evidence. If Mr. 
Roosevelt were again to be a candidate, they say nobody would 
question his right to name a successor to Mr. Cortelyou and 
there would be no ofher prospective candidate to intrigue for 
power in the committee. 

This explanation has a certain value, but it does not cover 
the case. Wholly aside from party affairs, is not Mr. Roose- 
velt himself to blame for his lack of influence over Congress? 
Has he not given Congress ample grounds for distrusting his 
judgment? 

No later than Saturday the President had to amend his order 
creating a commission of architects to secure uniformity in the 
construction of public buildings in Washington, because he 
found that he had tried to do something contrary to law. 
Shortly before Congress adjourned he attempted to appoint 
Senator Quarles to a federal judgeship, only to discover that 
the senator was not eligible to appointment until his té&m of 
office had expired. The Dominican exploits of the administra- 
tion supplied new proof of the easy manner in which the Pres- 
ident substituted impulse for deliberate statesmanship and the 
desire to “do things” for constitutional procedure. 

Mr. Roosevelt began his first administration with a sug- 
gestion that a constitutional amendment might be necessary in 
order to regulate the trusts. When he came to enforce the 
Sherman law he found that ample power already existed. He 
learned nothing in the way of caution from his first mistake, 
however. During the last three years he has divided his energy 
impartially between advancing to untenable positions and re- 
treating as gracefully as possible afterward. 

Is it strange that in spite of Mr. Roosevelt's extraordinary 
popularity, Congress is disposed to make haste slowly in car- 
rying out his recommendations? Surely there ought to be 
one departinent of the government, aside from the Supreme 
court, which is disposed to think once before acting twice.

The Chinese cook stuck the end of an 
ivoty chopstick into a small brown bis- 


cuit. 

“Taste, sir,’ he sald. 

The biscuit was watm, crisp, rich; it was 
light, well salted, nutritious—a biséuit, in 
a word, of a peculiar excellence. 

‘This biscuit, sir, if made of flour of 
lentils,’ said the Chinaman. “You know 
lentils? Little green pellets, slightly firt- 
tened, like split peas. Lentils are con- 
sidered the most nutritious of all the foodés 
of the earth. This one lentil. biscuit, sir, 
is equal in nourishing power to a pound 
and a half of roast beef.”’ 

He took ffom 4 tin a little aake. 

“Again taste,’’ he said. 

The little cake was rich and good. 

“It is made, sir, of the flour of almonds,” 
said the cook. ,‘“Fréesh, sweet almorids, 
ground into a white powder between two 
mill stones. Such 4 flour is a finer thing 
than your flour of wheat, ech?” 

Then he lifted a great lid and revealed 
some thirty or forty compartments, one 
filled with a pink flour, another with a 
yellow one, a third with a brown one, 4 
fourth with a white, a fifth with a pale 
green, a sixth with a blue, and so on.

[) tween the old French families and 
those that later allied with the old 
French.

Certain it is that a King honored a 
Madame Lindell with more than a fleeting 
giance, for he gave to her a certain orna- 
ment of gola and precious stones fash- 
ioned and mounted by his own kingly 
hands and bearing an inscription on the 
smooth pin side, or back, testifying to his 
adoration of her loveliness. 

“Recevez avec les meilleur sentiments 
du mon coeur. Charmant dame, je vous 
aime, je vous adore,”’ he wrote on the gold 
with a graver's tool. He signed his name 
twice, once as a lover and once asa gold- 
smith and an engraver. He signed “Louis, 
rex"’ in the first capacity implying, one 
who read his passionate testimony to the 
charms of the-lady would deem, that he 
was the king of lovers. 

He fatled to add a date or the Roman 
numerals which history ‘places after his 
name to separate him from the seventeen 
other Louts, and thus we cannot say wheth- 
er it was in truth that traditionally pious 
man of sanctified memory, St. Louls. who 
gave the brooch and the testimony, or 
the much more modern Bon Ami, whoS8e 
fancy roved notoriously. 

Family tradition has it that a Mme. Lin- 
dell, born Sevier, brought the brooch to 
New Orleans in the latter end of the 
fighteenth century, and there are those 
who pretend to figure accurately the de- 
parture from Paris of the lady and the 
jewe) on the day smallpox put an end to 
the ardent kine. 

However, we have little to do with such 
matters, and no care for accuracy in dates. 
Having dusted the romance of a kingly in- 
trizue over the brooch we will proceed 
to the true latter day story of its ad-

for that Louis who lived rigorously, fought 
and died bravely, and was beatified. 

The brooch is of red gold, and weighs 
five ounces. If you realize that you have 
grasped a significant fact: it looks big 
enough for a door plate. There is one 
large pigeon lood ruby in the center, 
star lines of seed pearls leading out to 
terminal points of large diamonds, and 
an outer triple ring of perfectly matched 
pearls. The gold is engraved in twisted 
vines with occasional little leaves. It is 
bizarre, even absurd to the artist jeweler; 
the royalist and the antiquary grow ecsta- 
tic over it. 

‘Ts think that Louls XV made it!” they 
say with more fervor than they will ever 
put into a testimony of God's work. 

The brooch disappeared in 1836. The Mrs. 
Lindell of that day, then living in St. 
Louis, got the “door plate” of king's 
draftsmanship from its place of conceal- 
ment one day to cleanse it. She was to 
be a great figure at a ball, and she counted 
on this red gold thing to set off her ripe 
loveliness. She left it on a table and went 
out of the room in search of cleaning ma-~- 
terial. When she returned the brooch was 
gone. She mourned for it many years 
and died.

PROTEST AGAINST

M, A. C. Make Two Objections to 
Joint Trophy Going to 
College Team. 


An interesting controversy is expected to 
result from the award of the joint trophy 
of the athictic meet In the Jai Alai build- 
ing Saturday night to the St. Louis Uni- 
versity team. The justice of the award 
is questioned on two counts and on one, 
a protest has been filed with Referee J. C. 
O'Brien by the Missouri A. C. 

The direct cause of the protest is the 
count in of points won by Billy O'Flynn 
and Dick Murray, neither of whom, it is 
said, are students of St. Louis University, 
but only members of the St. Louis Univer- 
sity Athletic Association. The M. A. C. 
also protests against the counting of points 
won by George Murray in the 50-yard nov- 
ice as the entry blank issued by Delaney 
states that the trophy “will be awarded to 
the team winning the most points in the 
handicap events."’ 

By counting the points won by O'Flynn 
and Dick Murray, and also the points won 
by St. Louis University in the scratch 
events, the final score is decidely in favor 
of the Jesuits, but if the scratch events 
are omitted from the count, the M. A. C. 
team would have the advantage in total 
scores by one point; and if the point cred- 
ited to O'Flynn for his third in the 60- 


handicap and the three points credited

From an impartial standpoint, the pro- 
test of the M. A. C. seems a praper one.

Lous 
branch of the Chinese Empire Reform As- 
sociation. The club rooms are at 20 South 
Eighth street, and three times a week for 
several months the members of the asso- 
clation have been drilling. The fact. that 
j there is a Chinese military company in 
St. Louis has been carefully guarded. It 
was not until interest was excited in Amer- 
icans who are interested in Chinese affairs 
by pins worn by several Chinese that in- 
quiry developed the existence of the milli- 
tary company. 

The pins are those of the Chinese Em- 
pire Reform Association, which has a large 
membership in the leading cities of the 
Untied States. The organization has for 
its basis antagonism to the Dowager Em- 
press An, and loyalty to the Emperor, to 
whom the members look for reforms in 
China if the tme ever comes when they 
can destroy An's influence and place China 
among the progressive military nations of 
the earth. 


Old Methods Discarded. 


They realize that only force intelligently 
applied will accomplish this, and that 
their members, in order to cope with their 
enemies, the Boxers, and, perhaps, later 
with the armies of Europe or America, 
they must put behind them the old meth- 
ods of warring with gongs and banners, 
spears and bows and arrows, and learn 
to fight with gun and sword after the 
Caucasion fashion. Wherever there is a 
“branch of the association in this country 
the members are drilling.

Realizing That to Defeat Dowager 
Empress An, They Must Put 
Aside Gongs and Spears, They: 
Learn to Fight With Gun and 
Sword at Bo Wong Wuey Club. 


Twenty intelligent young Chinese, minus 


clothes, lined up in the rooms of the Bo 


manual of arms with the precision of West 


who belong to the assoelation in the 
mother country. It is a movement to se- 
cure China for the Chinese, and to break 
the power of the Manchus, the present 
dynasty, of which An is at the head. 

But the association has further aims 
than mere military work. It intends to 
educate its young Members generally, so 
that as officers they will have a com- 
prehensive English education. The St. 
Louis branch was recently incorporated 
under the name of the Chinese-American 
Educational Association, with Jeu Shung, 
a@ grocer at 16 South LTEighth street, as 
president; Gon Sun, secretary, and Leo 
Wo, treasurer. Jeu Tom, an educated 
Chinese merchant, who serves as an inter- 
preter for his people, is also actively inter- 
ested in the association, and every promi- 
nent Chinese merchant in St. Louis belongs 
to it. | 

The St. Louis Club now numbers nearly 
200 members, and. there are many applica- 
tions for admission, as the general run of 
Ohinese become acquainted. with it. All 
applicants are elected to membership by 
ballot at.regular meetings of the club. 

The incorporation papers state that the 
association is formed for-the purpose of 
educating its members. in the common 
English branches by male teachers, to in- 
crease their value as citizens, and to benefit 
their bodily health by drilling and calis- 
thenics, and for the purpose of furnishing 
a club room where. English books and 
newspapers may be read. 

The advent of a Post-Dispatch reporter 
and artist in the club rooms just before 
the ¢rilling began at 8:30 o'clock Saturday 
night caused considerable excitement and 
opposition on the part of.twenty or more 
young Chinese who are engaged during 
the day as clerks, merchants, housemen 
and laundry managers. They were de- 
cided!y. hostile, because of their endeavo.: 
to maintain the club in secrecy. The ar- 
rival of the American drill master, Capt. 
Fred C. Husman and Lieut. F. Drischler, 
and the interference of Jeu Tom, who 
believes that publicity will enlist American 
sympithy in their cause and purposes, 
prevailed upon the members to permit their 
drill to be given in public. 


Chinese Interprets Orders. 


The officers were assisted by a Chinese 
first sergeant and a corporal who inter- 
preted such, orders as the cadets did not 
understand. 

The clubroom in which the drilling takes 
place has a rostrum at one end, at which 
is a desk and chairs.for the officers, Over 
this is a gold-Traised sign in Chinese char- 
acters of the name of the club, and above 
the door another sign, which means the 
equivalent for our own patriotic sentiment, 
“Our Country, "Tis of Thee.” The walis 
are hang with numerous photographs of 
the leading members of the C. E. R. A. in 
New York, Chicago, San Francisco, Butte, 
Momana; Portiand, Ore.; Victorla, British 
Columbia, and other cities, and bulletins,

and rules. 

Over the president's chair is a large col- 
ored portrait of the Emperor of China, 
who Is held in great love and revereme. 

At the command “Fall in!” Company A 
lined with agility and enthusiasm. As 
one looked down the line of faces he was 
impressed with the high order of intelli. 
gence expressed on them, and a general 
alertness and desire to learn. At “Atten~ 
tion!’ the company came together smart- 
ly, and at the order saluted with precision. 
They numbered by fours, and at command 
marched -by twos, wheeled and went

ly they picked up the drill... It was neces- 
siry at first to teach a couple of the men 
who could: speak English to act as guides 
and interpreters.

At the conclusion of the military exer- 
cises a tailor was brought in who measured 
them for uniforms which will be ready for 
them in two wecks. The uniforms will be 
the same as those worn by bale Ge States 
infantrymen with the exception/of the but- 
tons, which ‘will bear the impress of the 
Chinese dragon instead of the American 


eagle. 
a Tom is authority for the statement 


that there are in the United States now 
several regiments of Chinese cadets, the 
yick of the young men in the cities, most 
of whom have discarded the queue, and 
wear American clothes. 

All Chinatown was greatly excited Sat- 
urday night by the fact that the Chinese 
cadets were drilling, and the doorways to 
the clubroom were filled with interested 
faces. 

Other companies are being formed here 
and soon every night in the week will be 
occupied in drilling and in assembling the 
companies of St. Louls Chinese soldiers 
of the Emperor into a regiment.
